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Postwar Planning —A Reading List

LANNING for upbuilding America 
after the war, as well as for a saner 
world order, is challenging the inter- 
est and attention of all kinds of people. It 
is far from being an escape from the grim 
realities of the present. It looks toward 
solutions to the transition from a war 
economy to a peace economy without long 
bread lines and millions of unemployed. 
The National Resources Planning 
Board, as the official planning agency, is 
clearing government and private effort. In 
its pamphlet After Defense—What?, it 
maps out seven areas for planning as fol- 
lows: demobilization, military and indus- 
trial; public works and activities, federal, 
state, and local; optimum use of industrial 
research bearing on new products and 
methods, aid to private industry, and 
maintenance of full employment and pur- 
chasing power; the expansion of service 
activities which full employment and a 
high national income will demand and jus- 
tify; security which encompasses not only 
relief but nutrition, health, and equal edu- 
cational opportunity; financing which en- 
visages the coordination of all governmen- 
tal fiscal policy (taxes, tariffs, credits, 
prices, wages, etc.) to ease the transition 
from defense to peacetime production; and 
finally, the international scene realizing 
that prosperity, peace, and freedom here 
depend on international policy and inter- 
national behavior. 1 
Other government agencies carrying on 
active planning are the Public Work Re- 
serve, the Department of Agriculture, the 
Federal Security Agency, and the Federal 
Works Agency. Many private agencies, 


including the A.L.A., are planning in their 
own fields. The list of agencies given in a 
study by George B. Galloway for the 
Twentieth Century Fund is impressive. 

Libraries have both opportunity and re- 
sponsibility in two distinct lines of activi- 
ty. The first is to assemble and promote 
the use of materials dealing with all the 
problems to be met in the postwar period. 
The usual devices for stimulating interest 
(exhibits, book lists, talks, etc.) will be 
employed by librarians. More important 
is the obligation to see that officials and 
organizations in the community are aware 
of postwar planning, so that the best 
thought may be brought to bear on local 
as well as national problems. The library’s 
second obligation is to itself. What will its 
role be in the upbuilding of America? How 
can it best serve the postwar period? 
What should it be doing now to get ready? 
These are some of the questions which 
might well engage the attention of librari- 
ans, and library trustees. A program vital 
to the community, one well planned and 
realistic enough to give promise of accom- 
plishment is not likely to fail for lack of 
support. The same can be said of the 
schools, hospitals, playgrounds, and the 
many other social services found in most 
communities. The job calls for teamwork 
and cooperation, on the one hand with 
local planning officials, State Planning 
Boards, and federal agencies, and on the 
other hand with the A.L.A. Postwar Plan- 
ning Committee.” 

Finally, the librarian will be on the alert 
for new material in a field that is rapidly 
expanding.

Unless our smugness and complacency are aban- 
doned, we may yet lose in the aftermath of war 
those very values which the war is being fought 
to defend. The war may accentuate our problems, 
but it is not the cause of them. Our economic ma- 
chine has been creaking badly since the last war 
due to high tariffs and increased self-containment 
in many nations. Cheap power has transformed our 
domestic economy from one of enforced scarcity to 
potential plenty. We have now reached a point 
where a decent standard of living can be within 
the reach of all. Capitalism must attack this prob- 
lem if it is to justify its existence. It will be a 
major operation. We must meet this crisis, avoid- 
ing extremist leadership of either right or left, 
and courageously keep to a moderate path to a 
better life. 


Berwe, A. A., jr. And what shall we do then?

Mr. Berle suggests that (1) defense plants should 
have research done now to plan for peacetime pro- 
duction (2) a conference should organize plans and 
make a catalog of the products which will be avail- 
able (3) this catalog should be matched against 
known needs such as modernization of city areas, 
new housing, public works, and food adequate in 
kind and quality (4) there should be constructed 
from these needs markets sufficient to create full 
use of plants and full employment (5) common- 
sense adjustment of finance to peacetime economy.

Our production capacity has never 
been tapped. Full employment means more goods 
produced, greater aggregate wages, and a higher 
standard of living.

Any nation interested in self-preserva- 
tion must see to it that the young have a proper 
chance to grow into useful citizens. This report 
makes plans for youth in the fields of employment, 
education, occupational adjustment, recreation, fam- 
ily, health, citizenship, and delinquency. 


ANGELL, Sir Norman. For what do we fight? 
1939. 327p. Harper, $2.50. 


The increasing subservience of the individual to 
the state must go on as long as each nation’s secu- 
rity is based upon its own power and not upon the 
collective power of the international community. 
Economic nationalism has been one of the strongest 
forces in international affairs. Political unity must 
be achieved before economic unity is possible. 


CARTER, JOHN FRANKLIN. Remaking America, 
M4 Jay Franklin, pseud. 1942. 287p. Houghton, 
3. 


The author, a Washington columnist, shows how the 
planning and accomplishments of the last’ decade 
in the conservation of our national resources point 
toward wider social justice, security, and physical 
and mental health. 


Curncuy, Everett Ross, ed. The world we 
want to live in. 1942. 98p. Doubleday, $1. 


A record of the Institute of human relations at 
Williams college in August 1941, which gathered to 
exchange ideas on the shape of the postwar world. 
Our system of government is based on religious 
convictions, the dignity of man, and the value of 
the individual. This must be the motive to create 
the vast social, economic, and political changes 
necessary for the future. 


Heymann, Hans. Plan for permanent peace. 
1941. 315p. Harper, $3.50. 


A plan for a new economic order based on a bank 
of nations and on international authority, which 
would be the controlling and directing agency of 
the economic and political life of all nations. 


Hux ey, Jutian S. Democracy marches. 1941.

Mr. Huxley looks beyond the present world con- 
flict to a more vital society promising all men fuller 
enjoyment of the benefits of life. He believes in 
the workability of the democratic process and that 
courageous planning can raise that process to a new 
level of efficiency.

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Analyzes the failure of democracy and the rise of 
fascism in Europe and points out the course Eng- 
land must follow after the war.

Great Britain should begin now the transformation 
to a more equal and just society. There must be a 
conviction now that there will be no more slums 
and no more unemployed. The power of economic 
privilege must be broken and England must show 
the people of other countries that she is determined 
to achieve real democracy.

American will to freedom and American coopera- 
tion are the keys to international law and order 
and world economic stability.

The world is passing through one of its major 
crises. We are witnesses of the disintegration of a 
culture based on material values and the emergence 
of a culture whose foundations are truer and more 
idealistic values. There must naturally follow 2 
corresponding transformation of social relationships 
and forms of social organization.
